Some interesting questions are raised 


in reg&ril to the time when. Govern or 
Cleveland should resign his present ot- 
floe. Tbe questions of procedure are not 
covered by statue OT by precedent, and 
what should Us done has not boon defin- 
itely determined. 'JChe Albany Journal 
says tb»t tho governor sliall resign 
to the 
legislature, 
but 
there is 


a question whether-he oan resign uow 
and than let Lieutenant Governor Hill 
present the resignation to tho legislature 
in January, or whethei a special session 
ot the legislature shall be called. Tho 
Journal ssys that eiooo the constitution 
of 1823 was adopted, there las been . but 
one similar instance, that of Governor 
Martin Van Buren, who resigned to be- 
come Jackson's secretary of state in 
March, 1829; and w»s uuoceed by Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Enoa T. Thtoop. The 
log-islstnro, however, was at the time in 
se«8ion and the resignation -was commu- 
nicated directly to it. Grover Cleveland- 
therefore, has tbo option to resign either 
in Deoeinbor, after the eloctoral vote has 
been declared by congress, or to await 
the meeting ot the legislature on Janu. 
ury 1. It Ue ebould retain the position 
ot Governor until thu legislature meets, 
then President-elect Cleveland will write 
a message to tbe -state legislators and

As ticua passed and no rain cam 
tho danger and difllculty of the situation in 
creased, until at last ono small spring divide* 
its scanty waters among tho people within a 
radius of several miles. 


Pasturage had disappeared and the cattl 


wor0 slaughtered in tho race of tho curtail 
death that awaited them, comparatively 
having been drivon away und sold. In No 
vorabor tho scarcity o[ water began to afToc 
tho people, a disease making its appearance 
which was at once put down as cholera bj 
tbo ignorant sufferers. Tho symptoms, a. 
described, bore a striking resemblance t< 
thoso of Asiatic cholera, but tho malady i 
now known to havo been caused by drink 
ing the water oC wells and springs heavilj 
impregnated with various deleterious,' sub- 
stances. 


It is impossible to say how many lives havo 


been lost, owing to tho romotoness of tho lo 
cality, but a letter from McDowell says the 
tho refugees tell frightful tales of sutleriug 
and death. 
Tho southwestern euitfmity o

Avliich he saj's has attracted groat attention, 
not only in this country but

States con bo] little short of SMOO,000,000, 
and tho values am thoso of homo markets 
and not eastern commercial cities or ports of 
exportation. Tho commissioner says: 


• "The wheat area is so much beyond tho re- 
quirements of consumption in this and othor 
countries as to depress tho price to a point 
unprecedented in rocont years, favoring at 
certain points tho uso of whoat in feeding for 
pork production. 
Tho causa of this super- 


abundance- is two-fold—flrst, extension of 
settlement in tho northwestern prairies and 
tho dry plains of tho Faciflc coast; and 
second, 
the 
extraordinary 
poriod 
of 


comparative failure of European wheat 
for several years. Tho progress of 'Settle- 
ment must bo loss rapid reroaftor; and 
it has already boen followed by comparative 
plenty. Those facts, products aua price? 
point to tho sharp necessity of adopting pro- 
auction to consumption, to supply food 
pro- 


ducts now imported, to givo remunerative 
umploymont to agricultural labor, and food 
in variety and cheapcoss to conrumers," 


The organization of tbo bureau of animal 


industry, tho commissioner says, has led to a 
graatly increased number of domands for in- 
formation, and tho existence of dangerous 
diseases has boon moro promptly and fully 
reported than heretofore. 


On tho subject of forestry, tho report says: 


'While tho'destruction of our forests is going 
on at a constantly increasing and alarming 
•ato, it -Is gratifying to know that tho work 
of planting trees lor wind-breaks and for 
lorost purposes ia rapidly increasing, ospoc- 
ally in sotna of our western states and tojri- 
torios. From Nebraska wo have trustworthy 
nformation that not loss than 4,500,000 trees 
mvo beon planted during tho present yoar, 
and TODrotlian 2,000 bushols Of. walnut and 
jther treo seeds. Continued investigations 
lavo boon made in regard to tho consump- 
tion of forasta for logitimat« purposes as wall 
as by fire. This consumption for the nianu- 
'acturo of lumber is increasing in a faster 
•atio than is warranted by tho increase of 
jopulation, and consequent natural demand, 
.'ho lumber market is largely overstocked 
ind the process of manufacture continues to 
'jo conducted in a wasteful manner, when tho
